of economy. Important both were, but neither waa very anxious or 
exciting. A Chinese row can never be a first-rate matter to a nation 
like cue, And economy, though it commends itself to the good 
sense aud good feeling of all who ean boast these qualities, is not the 
sort of theme which vividly excites the passions of the conntry. 
The 


prominence given to it at that time seemed to promise a peaceful 


and hepetul epoch. ‘The quiet of Europe was assured. The Russian 
war had become matter for history, What more probable, or more | 
wise, than that permanent reductious should be made in expenditure— 
tha: taxation should be lightened — that serious efforis should be 


brought to bear to amend the sec'al state of people ? Ideas like these, 
we venture to say, were uviverral, or, at all events, were daily 
strengthening wheu Parliament met, 

Misisters began the session by a timely recognition of the fact. 
They abolished what was then so unpopular—the ‘ war ninepene»,” 
Toen came the Cuinese debate, The proceedings tsk-n avainst Yeh 
were discussed with acrimony on both sides ; and the resnit was, that | 


Lord Palmersion contrived to make his cefea* in the House a source 
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of fresh strength in the country. The defeat was the result of the 
union, on one special occasion, of the natural opponents of the Go- 
vernment with that section of the Liberals which dislikes the Premier's 
foreign policy on principle. But, in any case, the Honse was becom- 
ing old; its materials were markedly inharmonious; and it was time 
to get a fresh body. ‘Tne Premier artfully went to the country, not 
on one question alone, but on his general popularity—on the accumu- 
lated prestige derived from the Russian war, 

Those who took a practical part in the general election know that 
the “‘lorcha”’ early vanished out of the proceedings. Lethe was the 
river for ‘hat boat. But the general question of our relation to 
foreign Powers did inflaence things, perhaps more than any geueral 
question. The Yeh affair, dull in itself, had kindled that pugnacity 
which of late years has so markedly distinguished the Briton. Of 
this sentiment, onr popular Viscount was the representative. Accord- 
ingly, wherever “ popular opinion” earried an election, respect for 
Pam was insisted on, The Manchester men and Peelites suffered 
entirely becanse of their opposition to war and to Pam, the favourite of 
war, The resnit was to strengthen him so much, that his position 
has not been shaken since—that with a Ministry, of which the per- 
sonnel is even remarkably ordinary, he has ruled as absolutely as Peel 
did, when he had Grahan and Aberdeen beside him, and the Dake of 
Wellington in the background. The election did not bring in a sin- 
«le new member with any of the talents of a tribune, and the new 
House was of a singularly quiet and malleable nature. These were 
advantages which coufirmed the dictatorship, 

Tae regulas session presented nothing of very great importance. 
Some useful minor measures were passed, and one of more preten- 
tion—the Divorce Bill, This comes into operation very shortly 
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and we fear that for some time the point of re-marriage amongst the 
divoreed, will perplex and disturb the Church. Bat we are entirely 
confident of the necessity there was for a chavge in the law, for 
reasous which we repeatedly gave at the time, We are also favourable 
to the “toleration” principle wich produced the last Jew Bill— 
though we cannot pretend to such an affection for the Jewish race as 
would induce us to try and agitate the country violently on their 
behalf. 

It was while such matters as these were occupying the public, 
that a brief message startled us from India, and awoke an entirely 
new sensation of alarm. Conquerors and coloniats, the bi ifsh have 
often neglected, as a people, their conquests and colonies. Five years 
back, our leading satirists laughed at the zeal and expente bestowed 
on the Indian mail, We seemed to be as quietly established in Hin- 
dostan as in Yorkshire. And though it is now notorious, that the 
danger which has burst on us bad shown symptoms (coes anything 
happen without some symptoms °), nothing is more certain tnan that 
the Indian Government never foresaw such even's as have happened 
It took mail after mail, and terrible verratives, ‘uly to rouse the pub- 
lic to the state of things, The minisiry oid not seize the {ull danger, 
and they blundered beyond all controversy in meeting it. They did 
mueb, and part of what they did was done promptly, but to send sailing 
ships instead of steamers, and to pronounce at once (without any 
trial) against the Overland route for troops, were circumstances 
which stamp their policy as second-rate. 

In the meantime, while our transports were becalmed in the 
topics, or beating about the Cape, the English in India nobly vindi- 
cated their race. A province annexed within ten years was held by 
the genius of Lawrence, and proved the backbone of our empire.

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COLONEL GREATHED AND HIS BROTHERS. 

We are this day enabled to present our readers with authentic por- 
traits of Colonel Greathed, and of two of his bro'hers, who have also 
devoted their lives to the service of their country. ‘These portrai's 
have been engraved from pictuves in the possession of the mother of the 
gallant gentlemen, 

The iather of these gallant and heroic officers was the late Edward 
Greathed, Esq., of Uddens House, Dorsetsh re, an otlicer in the 3rd Regi- 
ment of Dragoon Guards, and representative of one of the best county 
families among the landed gentry of Dorset. His original name was Har- 
ris; but he assumed by royal Lcence in 1806 the surname and arms of 
Greathed, on succeeding to the estates of his maternal uncle. He married, 
in August 1811, Mary Elizaveth, only daughter of the late Sir Richard 
Carr Glyn, Bart, by whom he leit at his death, ia December 1840, three 
daughters and five sons, the eldest of whom 18 the Gallant Colonel whose 
name is now before the world as one of the foremost followers ot Have- 
lock, and his rival and competitor in the race for faine. 

I is not every mother who is spared to see five sons all grow up to man- 
hood, all enter the service of the public in a military or a civil capacity, 
and all ri-e to distinction ; but this has been the !opof Mrs, Greathed, who 
is still alive. Her third son, George ILerbert, entered the navy at an early 
aye, and was first lieutenant of the Bri/annia, tlag-ship of Admiral Sir 
James W. D. Dundas, and was killed in the trenches before Sebastopol, 
in October, 1854, The fourth son, Robert, was collector in the North- 
West Provinces, and died, in 1851, at Simla, atter being seven years in the 
civil service of the East India Company at Bengal. 

The second brother, the late Mr. Hervey Llarris Greathed, late com- 
missioner of revenue and circuit in the Meerut divisi n, who died of 
cholera at Delhi, in September last, was born Angust 51, IS17. 

Mr. Hervey Greathed commenced his career in 1586; and, after filling 
various official situations in the Panjay, Rajpootana, aud at Meerut, was 
appointed commissioner of Delhi, in succession to Mr. Fraser, who was 
massacred at the commencement of the revolt. In this capacity he accom- 
panied the troops commanded by Sir Archdale Wilson, oa their mareh from 
Meerut to Delhi; was present at the battle of Ghazeedeenuggur, and was 
with the eamp before Delhi throughout the siege. In his early days he had 
heen officially connected with the Sikh chieftains who occupied the terri- 
tory inthe rear of our besieging army—an experience which he turned 
greatly to our advantage. During the struggle before the walls of Delhi, 
his tone was uniformly encouraging. [ven when at one time it was 
in contemplation to abandon the siege of Delhi, the authorities, near and 
distaut, were re-assured by his messages and despatches, the language of 
which indicated the certain progress of the British arms towards success, 

The youngest brother, William Wilberforce Llarris Greathed, now 
captain in the Bengal Eagineers, who is returned amongst those who were 
severely wounded in the assault of Delhi, was born Dec. 21, 1826, and was 
educated atthe Military College at Acdiscombe, wiere he passed a dis- 
tinguished career. He received | is appointment to the service irom the 
late Major-Goneral Sir Jeremiah Bryant, C.B., and arrived at Fort William, 
Caleutta, in June, 1846. He was immediately ordered to do duty with the 
Sappers and Miners at Meerut. In July, 1847, we find him appointed 
assistant-superintendent of the works on the Doab Canal; from which 
he was transferred in the following snmmer to do duty under the chie! en- 
gineer of the force, under orders to proceed to Mooltan, He had scarcely 
been there a mouth, when he was attached to the engineer department of 
the army of the Panjab, with which he served through the campaigns of 
1818-49, He had the satisfaction of seeing his services at Mooltan 
noticed in terms ot the highest praise by Major Napier, whom he attended 
as aide-de-camp,and by Brigadier (now General Sir John) Cheape, K.C.B. 
An account of Pie services will be found in detailin the“ London Gazette” of 
March 7, April 19, and May 8, 1849. At Goojerst he was particularly useful 
in reconnoitring the ground occupied by the evemy, and in affording infor.

“To this effect, | ordain to establish from this day a eam 
in each of the bhefore-mentioned Governments, and heresiter a peueral coms 
mission for the theee Governments united. lomediately aftcr the formation of 
the provincial committees, cach of them will draw up a detaived plan tor the 


amelioration «f the existénce of the peasantry, taking for a basis of Uvetr plans 
the following conditions -— 


“Yst. The propricior preserves his right of property m the whole linded 
estate, but the peasants preserve the plots around their labitat U3, whieh they 
have the right of acquiring in complete ownership by purel i 
able ata fixed term; they have algo the use of acertain port.on of jand, accoruine 
to local conditions which may be neerssary to assure their existeuc:, and lo vive 
them the means ot satisfying their obligations towards the etate aud the pro- 
prietor, In return for this use tue pessaats are boand either to pry a reat to 
the proprietor, or to labour on his ace ant. : 

“and. The domestic relations between peasants aed proprietors must be so 
regulated vs to guarantee the revular ovrvice of taxes due to the State, aud of 
servitudes and provincial inposis.” : 

The remainder of the decree refers to geucral instructions to the ¢ Vrious 
Officials engaged in carrying out the directions of the yovernnent on this 
subject. 

This is only the first step towards the emancipation of the serfs—an ime 
portant one, as it recognises their political existence. We are told Wat 
“in a second period, seridom will be suppressed.”

THE INDIAN REVOLT. 
RELIEF OF LUCKNOW. 

A TELEGRAM, Which reachea the Foreiga Office on Widiesday Lis 
nishes us with the following important inielligence :—Sir Colin Can)

Tue Crown Jewers.—A letter from Hanover tells us that the long dispnte 
hetween the King of Wanover aud the Qveen of Eugland respecting the right to 
certain jewels of enormous value, in the possession of the Sovereien of Eng and, 
and forming no inconsiderable portion of what have been hitherto ca'led the 
British Crown Jewels, has been decided in favour of Hanover. When the king- 
dom of Wanover was severed from the United Kingdom by the accession of 
Queen Victoria, a claim was made by the late King of Hanover, formerly the 
Duke of Cumberland, to nearly the whole of the jewels usually worn on state 
occasions by the English Sovereign, on the ground that part of them, which had 
been taken over to Engiand by George L, belonged inalienably to the Crown of 
Hanover; and that the remainder had beew purchased by George TUL out of his 
privy purse, and had been left by him and his Queen Charlotte to the Royal 
family of Hanover. As the els thus claimed are estimated to be worth a 
considerable sum of money—a single stone having cost nearly & 20,000, they were 
not to be relinquished without a struggle. Ultimately, in the liletime of the late 
King, the English Government were driven to consent to submit the matter toa 
commission of three judges; but the matter was protracted, and the commise 
stoners died out withow: arriving at any settlement. Lord Clarendon, however, 
seems to have perceived that snch attempts to stifle inquiry were unworthy of 
his ecuntry, for he consented that a fresh commission should be issued to three 
English judges of the highest eminence, who, after investigation, found the Han- 
overian claim to be indisputably just, and reported in its favour. The Court of 
Hanover is consequently in high see this Christmas at the prospect of removing 
the crown and regalia, so jealously guarded in the Tower of London, aimost 
bodily to Hanover.

JonNn BEATE was indicted at Taunten on Tuesday for the murder of Charlotte

No habitation of brick, or wood, or stone in the world, is surrounded 
with so dreadful an interest ns that which is engraved upon the following 
page. Tt was scarcely possible to realise the horrors perpetrated at Cawn- 
pore. Particular as the story is—down to that little touch about the 
women’s hair hacked into the door-posis—the English mind instinctively 
turned against the relation, and half believed that it could not be trne. 
This picture deprives us a little of that melancholy satisfaction, We have 
read how, we now see where, the massucre was committed; there are the 
doors at which the murderers entered, and out of which the bleeding bodies 
of our countrymen and their litle children were dragged when the work 
was done.

THE WRECK OF THE DUNBAR. 


Tue wreck of the Dundar, of which some particulars were given in No. 
136 of the “ Tiustrated Times,” was perhaps one o the most awtul catase 
trophes ever recorded. No adequate deseription of the scene that presented 
itself to the ps of Sydney the morning after the wreck, has yet ap- 
peared; but by the favour of a correspondent, and from other sources, we 
are enabled to complete the dreadful narrative. 

Our correspondent (a merchant in Sydney) says, writing on the 9th of 
September:— 

“Several of my letters through this season have spoken of the wet and 
gusty winter we have passed through. We have been visited by one tre- 
meadous cyclone and several oi the heaviest gales L have ever known, On 
the 19th ana 20th of last mouth, another ot these furious displays set in. 
Thursday night (the fatal oa was indeed terrible. ‘The Dunbar had made 
a splendid run ot eighty-oue days, and had that day sighted Botany (about 
eight miles from Sydney Hedy towards dark. Captain Green had 
plenty of sea-room then. The gale was biowing dne east, and of course 


| right on the shore. They were beating off the coast s90n alter they passed 


Botany ; but when about midway berween there and Sydney Heads, the

Little was known of this disaster in the city till about 
tweive o'clock on the following day, when the news spread rapidly, and 
everybody seemed to be rushing to the Heads. I reached there between 
two and three o'clock, and what horror! I pray it may be the last scene 
of the kind I may ever witness, That a ship of 1,400 tons had been 
wrecked, there was little to prove near the fatal spot, but of the lost life 
there was abundant evidence. 

“ Every sea brought up one or more of the poor bodies into the ‘ table 
rocks,’ and leit them there for the next sea to catch up and hurry back again 
into the depths. With a full heart [ looked for a time, and saw men, 
women,andchildren—fine young menand beautiful girls—hideously grouped 
upon the rocks below. The poor things all appear to have gone to bed, 
not expecting to come in before morning, as I saw no one dressed but a 
sailor, 

“ Many of the lost I knew ; some, I believe, were known familiarly to you. 
The distress in many of our families is quite heart-breaking. One poor 
fellow I know well—I had just furnished his house, and had made all com- 
fortable for his wife and ehild, who were on board the Dundar. Mothers 
were waiting for their children, who had been to England for a few years to 
complete their education ; fathers were looking for sons who had become 
of age, and were on their way out to recrive their portions of property ; 
others, elderly people, were coming to settle their affairs previous to retir- 
ing into private life. Numbers of woelul tales are told, and our city is 
plunged into mourning.—Yours, &e., F. G.”

a human bead would be hurled along, the sea dashing most furiously, as if 
in angry derision of our effurts to rescue its prey; ome figure, a female, 
tightly clasping an infant to the breast, both locked in the firm embrace ot 
death, was for a moment seen, then the legs of some trunkless body wou.a 
leap from the foaming cataract caused by the receding sea, leaping wildly, 
with feet seen plainly upward in the air, to the abyss below, to be again and 
again tossed up to the gaze of the sorrowing throug above.” And we read 
in another place that some bodirs could not be rescued from the sea, so 
fiercely did the sharks battle round their prey ; but the waves, beating their 
poor bodies against the rocks, must have greatly mutilated them too. 

As for James Johnson, who alone survived, our readers remember how 
he was saved. Johnson, with the old boatswain, aud two Dutch seamen, 
were about the last who were washed from the wreck, they four holding on 
a piece of plank, from which the two Dutchmen were soon after washed ; 
a huge sea then threw Johnson and the boatswain on shore amongst some 
pieces of timber, from which Johnson scrambled to a higher shelving rock 
to avoid the next sea, which he did, but the poor old boatswain, less active, 
was carried away, and perished. Johnson then climbed to a still higher 
position, and, being much exhausted, lay down and slept. The next day 
he saw a steamer go into the Lleads; he made signals to her, but was not 
seen, During the day he saw another steamer pass, and tried to attract 
her attention ; as also that of a schooner running in, Friday night was 
passed in this state. On Saturday morning he endeavoured to get along 
the rocks; he could see people on the cliffs above, but could not make 
himself seen, until a brave lad (Antonio Wollier, an Icelander), who had 
gone down and along the rocks, noticed Johnson waving a handkerchief ; 
relief came, and he was soon alter hauled up to the top of the cliffs, which 
are there about 200 feet high. 

The ship was literally broken into a thousand pieces; and her timbers

We have heard 
from another source, quite beyond question (a lady who speaks from personal 
knowledge), tiat there are several ladies now in Caleutt. who have undergone 
such unspeakable degradation that they obstinately refuse to give their names. 
They preter being thought of by their relations im Ex gland as dead, there are 
also in Calcutta several young children whose names are quite unknown, Ose 
little creature says sie is *Mamma’s pet;’ aud that is all we are ever likely to 
know of her past history.” 


DELHI AFTER THE STORM. 

Jlow Delhi looked while it remained in the possession of the sepoys,— 
their wild forms hurrying in all the streets, the rude picturesque gathering 
of the sortie parties st the gates, the licence, the riot, the slaughter—we 
are not able to deseribe, whether with pen or pencil. Cerainly, the city 
must have worn a very cilferent aspect to that which our engraving on the 
following po ge represents,—when ii fell again into the hanes of its Jawfal 
Masters, who as coolly couduel themselves there, as il Delhi were only a 
barrack, 

Our intelligence of the condition of Delhi when recaptured is very 
meagre, and only gathered from scraps of gossip in private letters, as the 
following, for iustanee; —* Our new quarters in Delhi was a powder ma- 
pufactory im the days of the Mogul, and consequently our servants acci- 
dentally blew us up the other day, and killed one of themselves. But 
these litte excitements are necessary. After being three months every 
day under fire, the change is so great that we were thinking of paying men 
to fire at us daily, and so let ourselves down to a quiet life by degrees, 
I have given up walking about tne back streets of Delhi, as yesterday an 
officer and myself had taken a party of twenty men out patrolling, and we 
found fonrteen women with their throats cut from ear to ear by their own 
husbands, and laid out in theirshawls. We cauvht aman there who suid be 
saw them killed for fear they should fall into our hands, and showed us 
their husbands, who had done the best thing they could afterwards, and 
killed whi Ives, 1] rode down to see the palace.

‘The old spelling of 
caliph, viaer, &e., ia very properly retained in the “Thousand and One 
Days,” which contains several stories quite as entertaining as apy that 
can be found in the pages of its illustrious predecessor. 

We have now remaining a pile of picture-books, which we must write some- 
thing about, though the engraviozs fur the most part suggest no very ela- 
borate criticism, while the letter-press, especially the verse, absolutely defies 
comment What are we to say about nursery riiyimes—for instance, such as

performance of Punch. For the most part, we cau only mention that such 
and such a popular story has been presented to the world in a new shape ;

brighter crimson than usual; or thatthe chaussure of “ Goody ‘lwo Shoes” 
appears to be a size larger this year. 

From among the host of “pretty books with pictures in them,” which 
our two most enterprising publishers of infantine literature have Lotely 
produced, we will select, first of all, 

Tne OLp Nurse's Book or RuyMes, JINGLES, AND WITTiEs ; edited 
and illustrated by Charles H. Beunett (Griflitn and Farran). Here we 
have a coliection of all the nursery rhymes and ditties that were ever 
jingled since nursing existed in Kagland. Mr. Bennett must certainly know 
an enormous number of children, and these children must have most reten- 
tive memories, or they never could have enabled him to  coliect 
the incredible quantity of legends, sayings, maxims, and compositions, 
without name (such as “Cuckoo, Cheriy Tree, Catch a Bird, and Give it 
me,” &c.), which that talented artist has somehow or other contrived to 
gather together and reproduce in the space of some sixty or seventy pages, 
The ninety engravings with which the “ Rhymes, Jingles, and Ditties” are 
illustrated, are worthy of the autior of “Shadows,” a work by which Mr, 
Bennett will soon be less known than by his recently published edition of 
“ Aisop’s Fables,” but which, at the same time, was the first that brought 
him prominently before the public. 

Tur Lavcuasie LookinG-Giass ror Littie Fo.Ks, by one of the 
Punch artists (Dean and Co.), is the production of Mr. Newman, who 
some years since was one of the great supports of our facetious contem- 
porary.

MONSTER MORTAR. 
«lot of the observer to see a monster so 
so litloe wuwieldy,as the great monster which 
at Woolwich, yet there was no mistake about its vast 
Standing bevind the mortar bed the bombardier could only 
just eo venicatly loos inte the toueh-lules snd when the citficator began 
to take in bis adowance of cuapowder vid iron, the mons rosily of the size 
Firstiy, alidder being: erected against 
the gums mouth, a dapper Lin le ser reant-major sseended, slipped into the 
abyss, and was as completely lost froaca view as if he hal sunk down to 
Hades. Phathere incident impre sed the observer with the fact, if he were 
not coguicant of it befare, that he was al no ordinary gun. But 
when another artilleyman, 2 tetlow of immense presence, sweiling with 
enlonpoint to most unsolder'ike proportions, got in and was lost too— 
that was almost too much! Vresently, out the explorers came, having as. 
cortained that ail was prepared for the charging operation. Next a white 
bag is handed up the Iadeer—the bombardier lowers himself int the yun 
again, and deposits il in the chau.ber, placing one end of the fusee into the 
contents of the bag, and passing the otuer end through the touch-hole ; 
another bag, and another, and others still follow, until the whole com. 
plement of AOL. are deposited. The 40ib, of gunpowder deposited, next 
follow the requisite number ol saw wads to fill up the chamber; for in 
mortars, as in all other lire-arms, it is exceedimuly dangerous to leave a 
space between gunpowder and ball Now follows a straw hoop exactly 
fitting the bore of the mortar, and designed to make things pleasant toc 
the shell when depusitea in its temporary resting-place. 

Matters thus arranged, the monster 1s ready for his final bonne bouche ; 
his three-yards-round iron dumpling, which in these, his Sportive moods, is 
of course uncharged with gunpowder, but which, when angrily disposed, 
would contain wot less than 30Uib., to be exploded at the extreme range of 
the shell. Hach shell designed to be fired on Friday was painted half 
white, half black, in order tha! its flight might be more perceptible 
through every part ofits course. Judging trom the result, that provision was 
not at all necessary; the great iron globe was distinctly visitle from the 
instant of its leaving the mortar to the instant of its striking the ground. 

There the monster shells are standin. all in a row, so arranged that the 
chain-hooks, descending from a crane, shall be able to nip up one of them 
and deposit it in the bore of the piece com/ortably down upon the straw 
hoop. Next, a bombardier once more enters the piece to disconnect the 
chain-hook ; and now a bugle sound intimates that all is ready for firing. 
Bang! there follows a report, and a shell goes hissing through the air; 
but it is not the monster shell, ouly the ordinary one o! thirteen inches, 
One may see it, and one may not; but, following its career ever so closely, 
and noticing the spot where it falls, no particular disturbance is visible at 
the distance of 1,700 yards. Bang again! but such a trifling report that 
you doubt whether it be the discharge of the big mortar ; indeed, the fellow 
is certainly no braggart—his voice, for one so big, is wondrous gentle. You 
cannot doubt long. The huge mis-ile goes hissing in its par:bola, and dis- 
plays its round form against the blue sky so fairly that the eye never once 
loses sight of it. Down at last it comes, and a shower of something arises 
aloft, which makesthe observer imagine, standing at the distance of 1,700 
yards, that it must have fallen into water. Nothing less than actually 
seeing the thing could lead to the faintest conception of the tremendous 
power with which the monstrous shell cave down, Something like a war 
coutingency followed, too.

Ox Monday last the action ef Jones ». Woszkowski was tried in the 
Conrt of Exchequer, before the Lord Chiet Baron and a special jury. ‘The 
plaintiff is a spinster, of mature age (diversely 8 ated during the pros 
ceedings, at years ranging from 28 to 42), and the defendant is an in- 
teresting Pole who lodged in October, 1856 in the house in which the 
plaintiff #lso resided. Mr, Wo zkowski hiviag heard, as was suggested, 
tuat the plaintiff possessed indsjencent projerty, laid siege to her af- 
fections, lying mm wail for her, sending*her honquets, and finally proposing 
marriage to her, ‘The plaintiff favored bis addresses, and upon the faith 
ol the proposed marriage was week enonyh to lend him a hnudred pounds. 
Aerwards, having heard statements affecting his character, the lady de- 
ciined the proposed ma‘eh, and at length sued him for the money advanced, 
To this action Woszkowsk pleaded “never indebted” avd set-off, and the 
jesues thus raised were submitted to the jury upon the trial, The items of 
the set-off, as given in the particulars of set-off, afforded n erely the de- 
fendant’s account of the expenditure of the sum received, and were highly 
curous.

and five shillings—only five shillings—tor the lady’s photograph. He gave 
Miss Jones an acknowledgment for the money, but according to one 
witness he alterwards said that he had taken care to give the acknow- 
ledgment ou a wrong stamp, He appeared also to have taken the pre- 
eaution of persuading the plaintiff lerself to draw out the money from 
Drunmond’s upon her own cheque, while he waited for it m the 
street, thus limiting her means of proof. He presented himself as 
a Witness in his own defence against her claim. In  cross-examina- 
tion, he said that for two years he had carried on no_ business, 
He “studied,” but would not name the object of his studies, He 
admitted that he had been engaged toa Mrs. S., and had received from 
her £300, but declined to say tor what, until, upou being pressed, he 
acknowledged that it was upon the occasion of his “giving back her 
Jetters.” He had also applied to a Miss C, (also formerly engaged to him), 
for a loan of £50, and he held her letters, We kuew a Mrs. W., and had 
applied to her for money. (We do not publish the names of these vadies, 
because publication would be only an unnecessary increase of the mortifica- 
tien which must have resulted from their connection, however honourable 
on their part, wth this elegant foreigner.) He called a witness, a lady, 
who “had written to perhaps fifty people, asking for a loan of money and 
offering to become jointly liable.” Le also called the daughter of the land- 
lady from Pimlico, and this young woman deposed, in cross-examination, 
that he had proposed to her, and ‘urther she suid he had also proposed to her 
sister. Mr Serjeant Thomas, his counsel submitted that the acknowledgment 
was a strong point in favour of the defendant; and also, that Miss Jones 
had obtained his signature, as a “merry joke ;? but neither the point of 
the argument nor the jest appeared to strike the jury very obviously, Mr, 
James, for the plaintiff, stigmatised the defendant as little better than a 
swindler, who duped tuese unfortunate ladies by a system at once the most 
cruel and heartless that could be imagined. Language wos deficient in 
terms of execration for such a fellow as this, who went about getting money 
{rom ladies who were weak enough and foolish enough to listen to his pro- 
fessions of love, and thrived on their fears of exposure. It would be 
some advantage if the exposure of the de‘enuant to-day should put a stop 
* lus career, hy warning society against him, although there might be some 
question whether Miss Jones was prudent or not in brivging an action 
against such a person; and, upon the samaming-wp of the jndge, the jury 
nt once found a verdict for the plaintif, the announcement of which was fol- 
lowed by applause in the court. We prefer leaviug the remarks of the Learned 
Counsel for the plaintl to work their natural effect, to running the risk of 
weakening them by any con ment. But we would say, for the sake of 
unfortunate lavies who happen to cmpromise themselves by writing to 
fellows likely afierwards to exhibit the epistles received, that not only 
wonld any one with the slightest pretensions fo ho. our refuse to read such 
letters i! offered to them for pernsal, and scout the mean wretch who would 
muke such adi-graceful tender, but ihe Court of Chancery would, if appealed 
to, and without considerable expense, at once intertere to prevent the 
threatened exposure. 

The close of the year sfords a fitting opportunity for a brief sammary 
of the principal reforms wlik h the txets of iegal and criminal cases, as de. 
veloped during the last twelve ontls, appear most es. ecially to neces- 
sitate. Ore of the most urgent of the © is an Act to limit the bringing of 
epeculative actions by disrcputable #iterneys against respectable persons, 
withont a chance of suecess npou the part of the plamtiff if the defendant 
he walling to stand ont upoo principle and at an enormous expense, against 
a compromise. Such cases 25 these—now that the legitimate profits of 
sharp attorneys have been curtailed (in.mensely to the advantage of the 
public), hy such enactments as the County Courts Act, Common Law Pro- 
cedure and Summary Jurisdiction upou Bills o: Exchange Acts—are almost 
daily arriving ata pitch more and more dreadful to contemplate. The 
system is one of conspiracy, fre quently of actual extortion, and should be 
punished as such, At the last. sitting of the Common Pleas, case after 
case was dismissed by the juries, with an intimation by them that it ought 
never to have been brought inte Cour!, A lair idea may be formed of the 


status of the plaintiffs’ attorneys in such cares, from the fact that the | 


juries lost a consideralle proportion of the fees allowed to them, by several 
‘of these eminent practitioners absconding before the close of their cases, 
and thereby evading or at least postp: ning the payment o! the Court fees! 

The Bankrupt Law Consolidation Act has proved itself insuflicient for 
the purposes for which is was designed. We may mention as the most 
striking feature of its inefliciency, that even under the present practice the 
average expense of collecting and distributing bankrupt estates is ailezed 
to have heen 45 per cent. upon the sssets recovered! The anomaly and 
absurdity of the two separate jwisdictions and systems of bankruptey and 
insolvency has excited publie attention, ‘The Bankrupt Law ean only 
effect traders, and these only when their dcutsexcced £300, in these in 
stances, although the trading may have been so reckless, or otherwise re- 
prehensible, as to entail the punishment of a third class certificate, perhaps 
deverred, the certificate when obtained protec’s inviolably all future xe. 
quired property. ‘The insolvent trader who fails for so small an amount as 
to be only enabled to pass ihe Insaivent Court, ob'ains uo such protection, 
nor does the vntortunate debtor to any amount whatever, whose avocation 
has not been inciuded in the legal defintion of trading, although he may 
perhaps have beep compiled cven to suifer a lengthened imprison-

Psyc sal ls 
sophers may attribute this, with more or lrss truth, to the terrible de ails 
of sepoy outrages which have lately been published with such horrible 
minuteness in many of the public journals. The fact is certain, that an 
extraordinary direction of the public mind towards circumstances of revolt- 
ing massacres, inevitably produces an increase of this particular species of 
crime. 

The constant collisions between the metropolitan magistrates and the 
nominal guardians ot the poor, and other olficers of the parochial work- 
houses, in every instance disgraceful to the latter, have become a national 
scandal. The entire poor-law system, in principle no lees than in dispensa- 
tion, calls loudly for revision.

It is satistactory to know that ap. 1858 will abolish many of the cruel 
i unless, 
indeed, the opposition which has heen, or is now being, ener: ctieally 
promoted against the enforcement of the wew act as to marriage and 
divorce, should delay or prevent the Order in Council, which, by the act 
itself, is mad +a necessary preliminary to the projected change in the law. 

The new act as to Probate, abolishing the jurisdiction of the Keclesias- 
tical Courts as to the estates of deceased persons, will probably give satis- 
faction, so far as it extends, to all except proprietors of vested interests in 
the old system. 


It may sound paradoxical, but it is nevertheless true, tliat the greatest 
obstacle to every legal reform is the means by which legal reforms are 
effected, The principles of the laws and the powers of the various courts 
are, we thiok, clearly defined enough, But the necessity of obtaining the 
sanction of the entire Legislature in matters affecting the mere practice 
and procedure of these courts, is a great barrier to improvement. Inevery 
act passed for such Ladson! pede is given to the judges of the courts to 
make rules, for the purpose of carrying the act into effect—in other words, 
to supply its deficiencies according to its spirit. Why not, in the first in- 
stance, give power to these courts to frame rules reguiating their own 
procedure, and introducing such reforms as may be necessary and prac- 
ticable ?
